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This is in response to the renewed petition filed under 37 CFR 1.47(a) on February 18, 
2005. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

The above-identified application was filed on October 28, 2003, naming Mika Lahtinen, 
Mikko Laukkanen, Sepo Yla-Herttuala and Ollie-Pekka Leppanen but the oath or 
declaration submitted was unexecuted. Accordingly, on June 1, 2004, a "Notice To File 
Missing Parts of Application" was mailed, requiring inter alia a properly executed oath or 
declaration. In response, on October 19, 2004, a petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) and 
one month extension of time request was filed, accompanied by an oath or declaration 
signed only by inventors Laukkanen, Yla-Herttuala and Leppanen. The petition was 
dismissed February 18, 2005, the petition was dismissed because the petitioners failed 
to show that a complete application had been sent to non-signing inventor Mika 
Lahtinen.

petition fee; and (4) a statement of the last known address of the non-signing inventor. 
The above-identified application and papers have been reviewed and found in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .47(a). In view thereof, this application is hereby accorded 
Rule 1.47(a) status . 

In response to the decision dismissing the petition filed October 19, 2004, the instant 
petition shows that a complete application had been sent to non-signing inventor Mika 
Lahtinen and that he has, by his actions, refused to cooperate with the filing of the 
instant application. 
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All requirements under 37 CFR 1.47(a) therefore having been met, as provided in Rule 
1.47( c), this Office will forward notice of this application's filing to the non-signing 
inventor at the address given in the petition. Notice of the filing of this application will 
also be published in the Official Gazette.
